Women Invited 
But Refused 
Admission 


IX women students of Trinity 
College arrived at the Front 
Gate last night with invita- 

tion cards to the Mai meeting 
of the College Historical Society, 
but were refused admittance, This 
is the first time women have made 
any attempt to attend this meeting, 
which has been traditionally the 
territory of men only. 

The women concerned were 
officers of various College societies, 
and had received invitations in their 
official capacity. These invitations 
had been formally accepted, but the 
luckless recipients, being women, 
were not allowed to take part in 
the meetings. 

“It is ridiculous that anybody 
can walk in off the street and 
attend this meeting, provided he is 
a man, and we, who have received 
formal invitations are debarred 
from attending just because we 
are women,” declared one of the 
party during her wait for the 
Auditor's decision at the Front 
Gate last night. ‘‘There are just 
as many women officers and com- 
mittee members of College societies 
as men now, and the College His- 
torical opening meeting is an educa- 
tional function, which we feel we 
ought to be allowed to attend.” 

The Auditor, Mr. A. N. Jeffares, 
eventually sent down word that the 
women would not be admitted, but 
added that if they would send up 
their names they would receive a 
formal apology!

Late last night the British Air 
Ministry and Americas! Vendauartere 
announced that ‘United States 
Eighth Army Air Force heavy bom- 
bers, in the largest number yet 
employed in a daylight attack 
bombed objectives in north-west 
Germany yesterday, with Wilhelm- 
shaven, a major naval base and ship- 
building centre, as. the principal 
target. The Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators, which were escorted by 
Thunderbolts (P 47s.) and Lightnings 
(P 8s.), destroyed eighteen German 


aircraft, while the Fighters destroyed | 


sixteen, a total of 24, 
‘U.S. A.A.F. Marauders, escorted 
and supported by R.A.F, Dominion 
and Allied Spitfires, attacked air 
fields at St. Andre, De Leure and 
Tricqueville in France and Amster- 
dam-Schipol in Holland. 

‘The medium bombers destroyed 
two German fighters and the Spit- 
fires twelve, of which eleven were 
shot down by Royal Canadian Air 
Force squadrons, 

“From all these operations five 
heavy bombers two medium bom- 
bers and three fighters are missing.”’

SWARMING

Captain Sertorius, the German 
military commentator, reported last 
night that Soviet pressure is in- 
creasing in the area east of Kherson.

MISSING GIRL 
FOUND ON 
RUBBLE DUMP 


A seventeen-year-old Co. Wicklow 
girl, who has been missing since 
unday last, was found yesterday 
morning lying unconscious in the 
ruins oí Sarah Curran's house 
(Rathfarnham Priory) by a man 
named Richard Curran. 

Exercising greyhounds in the 
vicinity of Grange road, Rathfarn- 
ham, Mr. Curran saw one of the 
dogs jump over the ditch into the 
Curran house grounds, and, following 
it, he came upon the girl, who was 
lying unconscious in rain-soaked 
clothing on a pile of rubble. 

The girl is Bridget Byrne, of Sandy 
Hill, Dunlavin, Co. Wicklow. She had 
been employed in the Harold’s Cross 
road, but her employers had -not 
seen her since October 3lst and had 
reported her as missing to the 
Terenure Garda Station. 

When the Rathfarnham Guards 
were notified, the girl was taken to 
the Meath Hospital, where, on in- 
quiry last night, she was stated to 
be ‘‘all right, but suffering from 
exhaustion and exposure.’’ It is 
thought to be possibly a case of 
loss of memory, but last night the 
girl had not been under observation 
sufficiently long to determine this.

LATE COL. BOYD'S 
FINE GOLF RECORD 


IEUT.-COLONEL HENRY A. 
BOYD, C.M.G.,  D.8.O., 
whose death was announced 

in yesterday’s /rish Times, was one 
of the most notable personalities in 
Irish golf (writes our Golf Corre- 
spondent). A member of the Port- 
marnock. club for more than forty 
years, and captain of the club in 
1933, he had the distinction of 
being the first Irishman to break 
the long sequence of English and 
Scottish victories in the Irish 
Open Amateur rag age 
when at Dollymount in 1905 he de- 
feated J. F. Mitchell, of Royal 
Musselburgh, in the final. In the 
1903 final at Portmarnock he also 
was runner-up to George Wilkie, 
of Leven Thistle, who succeeded to 
the title won in the previous three 
years by Harold Hilton. 

He also figured prominently in the 
Irish Close Amateur Championship, 
which he won in 1904 -(Portmar- 
nock) and 1906 (Dollymount), de- 
feating his clubmate, Mr. II. M. 
Cairnes, in the 1906 final. Mr. 
Cairnes, however, had his revenge 
when in the 1907 final at Portrush 
he deprived him of the title. 

Mr. Lionel Munn was at the top 
of his form between 1911 and 
1914, but Colonel Boyd ran up to 
him in 1911 at Portrush and again 
in 1913 at Portmarnock. 

Colonel Boyd also was a member 
and past captain of Royal Dublin 
and a membe: of Dublin University 
Golfing Society, but his principal 
club was Portmarnock, for which he 
played on many occasions in the 
Senior Cup and Barton Shield.

follow suit gather than lose the 
service of the best of their staffs. 
He also thought that there should 
be a pension scheme to enable nurseg 
to retire at the age of sixty-five. . 

Mr. Fionan LYNCH asked the 
Minister to let them know whether 
the Sword of Damocles hanging over 
the Kerry County, Council would fall 
or not. Meantime the roads of Kerry 
were deteriorating into swamps, an 
their condition would militate 
greatly against the tourist traffic.

Turkey Export 
Price Fixed 


Lord Woolton’s ban on unlicensed 
turkey exports from Northern Ire- 
land to Britain, and thegentralisation 
of export buying at a fixed price of 
1/9 per Ib., will check what had 
been a flourishing smuggling trade 
across the border. In former years 
the Eire Government’s ban on un- 
licensed exports was evaded, and 
fairly !arge quantities of Eire-bred 
poultry were sent to Britain via 
Northern Ireland.

The Russian Advance 


Just a week ago it was announced 
that the Russians had broken 
through the German lines in the 
Dnieper bend; and yesterday, 
according to the Moscow bulletin, 
the Soviet troops were only about 
twenty miles away from Kherson. 
It is obvious that the Russian 
High Command has been coricen- 
trating all its efforts on an 
attempt to isolate the German 
garrisons in the Crimea. Since 
the capture of Melitopol, Marshal 
von Manstein’s forces have been 
in a precarious position, and all 
the German reports have referred 
to the marked superiority in men 
and material which the Russians 
have been able to mobilise in this 
area. The fall of Melitopol gave 
the Russians a more or less free 
field across the Nogaisk steppes, 
which offer no natural impedi- 
ments to an advancing army ; but 
during the last few days the 
Germans have been ‘increasing 
their resistance in the Krivoi Rog 
area, where they continue to hold 
an important salient. .Their main 
object here is to retain possession 
of Nikopol, which is the site of 
the most important manganese 
deposits in Europe. The loss of 
‘this place would be far more 
dangerous from the German point 
of view even than the loss of 
the Crimea; and it was 
stated yesterday that Marshal 
von Manstein had mounted a 
counter-offensive, evidently in an 
effort to save Nikopol from 
the advancing Russians. If 
Moscow’s claims are accurate, the 
Crimea already has been ‘‘ sealed 
off.’’ The number of troops that 
the Germans have kept in the 
Crimea is unknown; but it has 
been fairly clear for some time 
isloation was 
almost inevitable. The _ result 
of the so-called Battle of the 
Steppes in Southern Russia still 
is in dispute. The Germans are 
contesting every yard of the 
ground that they are Yeing com- 
pelled to yield; but, now that the 
line of the Dnieper has been 
forced, Marshal von Manstein’s 
problem seems to be to extricate 
his armies from a position which 
is not unlike that which faced 
Marshal Paulus before Stalingrad. 
By some extraordinary freak of 
nature the weather in Southern 
Russia continues to be reasonably 
fine—sufficiently fine at any rate 
to enable mechanised forces to be 
used on an increasing scale, The 
Russians, reverting to type, seem 
to be employing Cossack troops in 
large numbers, recalling the 
early struggles in Southern 
Russia, when Marsha] Budenny 
horrified the military experts by 
his insistent use of cavalry, for 
which, incidentally, he paid the 
inevitable penalty when the 
Germans occupied Rostov-on-Don. 
The situation now, however, 
seems to have changed completely, 
so much so, indeed, that the 
Cossacks, instead of being a 
liability to the Russian armies, 
have become an important factor 
in their offensive strategy. t is 
not yet certain whether the 
Germans will decide to make a 
determined stand on the line of 
the Bug, or will retire to the 
Dniester—a decision which prob- 
ably would involve the abandon- 
ment of Odessa and renunciation 
of Germany’s position in the 
Black Sea. All the German 
commentators agree in their view 
that the situation is decidedly 
critical. The Russians not only 
hold the military initiative, but 
they also have an admitted 
superiority in material as well as 
in man-power. Marshal von 
Manstein’s counter-offensive in 
the Krivoi Rog sector still is in 
its initial stages; but military 
opinion seems to be unanimous in 
the view that it is more in the 
nature of a delaying action than 
a serious effort to turn the tide of 
the Russian advance. 


Income Tax 


If there is one drawback to a 
rise of salary, it is the fact that 
a proportionate, er more than 


income-tax. Income-tax, indeed, 
is the shadow that broods over 
advancement. Not so very long 
ago people resented its increase 
from 3d. to 6d. in the pound. 
Now they see it stabilised—or so 
let us hope!—at 7s. 6d. on this 
side of the border, and at 10s. on 
the other. At either figure the 
average man resents it. He knows 
that it is not an unjust method 
of taxation. He is aware that 
the only alternative would be 
indirect taxation, which would 
bear far more geverely upon the 
poor than upon the rich; but, 
logically as he may argue in its 
favour, he declines to like income- 
tax. Its manner of collection 
imposes a strain upon him. From 
April to December he spends more 
or less carelessly on- necessities, 
on the minor comforts, and, if his 
receipts permit, upon the major 
luxuries. Then come January 
and—the Collector. What does 
it avail him to plead that he has 
forgotten? He ought not to have 
forgotten; he ought to have laid 
sufficient of his money aside eve 

week to ensure that the amount 
of the tax would be forthcoming 
when the inevitable demand 
should appear. That is the 
logical answer—the Collector’s 
answer—but it is inhuman: one 
might almost say that it is 
unchristian. In this respect 
the British Government has 
‘shown itself more deeply sus- 
ceptible than our own to the 
weaknesses of the common man. 
Some time ago it authorised, in 
the case of people of small earn- 
ings, what rapidly was called the 
““pay-as-you-earn ” principle: in 
other words, it sanctioned the 
dedtiction of income-tax “at 
' gource,” as a result of which the 
payer obtained his money reduced 
by a certain sum at the end of 
eyery week or month, and never 
came ifito contact with the vol- 
lector at all. The principle was 
enormously popular.- House-

It is so easy to accept the hard- 
ship of a little less money in’ the 
week, or in, the month, as the 
case may be; it is so hard to 
make provision for a considerable 
payment twice every year. Rightly 
or wrongly, we Irish have the 
reputation of a  spendthrift 
people, while the British are 
said to be comparatively frugal. 
Yet we are required to save any- 
thing from a quarter to more than 
a third of our incomes annually: 
they “pay as they go.” This 
new British system must be com- 
mended to the notice of Mr. de 
Valera’s Government. The change 
may be bristling with difficulties ; 
it may involve an increase of staff 
in many firms, and even in the 
civil service; but the resultant 
comfort to thousands of citizens 
would be beyond description. It 
is conceivable that some thousands 
of pounds might be lost to the 
State during the first few years, 
as a result of weaknesses in the 
new legal machinery. Would 
that matter so much in com- 
parison with the lifting of a 
burden from thousands of lives?

Stodart was in his i 
him, a colleague writes:—. - : 

The death of Thomas Alexander 
Stodart has deprived journalism in 
Ireland of its G.O.M. Few men, if 
any, in this country, can look back 
on such a long, varied, ' interestin 
and successful career as ae enjoy 
in the: profession which he adopted, 
or claim to have derived such satis- 
faction from a life of hard, unceas- 
ing and unselfish work. Time seemed 
to make no difference to his en- 
thusiasm and energy; he became a 
figurehead almost. His Scottish 
parents, it seemed, endowed him 
with, not merely a remarkable 
physical energy, but also with 
mental powers and initiative of a 
distinctive character; and, from his 
early days in Liverpool, where he 
was born in 1852 — his father was 
attached to the staff of the Livers 
pool Post at the time—to within 
a measurable period of his passing, 
he toiled with an assiduity and 
efficiency, unimpaired by advancing 
age, that deserved to be said of it 
—‘* Well done... .” 

He received his introduction to 
journalism with his father, whom he 
assisted at an early age in produc- 
ing a newspaper at Castle Douglas, 
Kircu’brightshire, and, after his 
apprenticeship, he went to Ruther- 
glen, Glasgow, where he employed 
what little spare time was available 
in attending a course of lectures 
in Glasgow University. In those 
days, when,- just as to-day, news- 
paper work was undoubtedly the 
most arduous of the professions, he 
saw service with the Galloway 
News and the Liverpool Post, but 
his career began in earnest when he 
toox a post with the Northern Whig, 
Belfast, then a four-page publication

atiently awaiting the machine age 
in newspaper production. He spent 
two years there, and it was typical 
of the man to make himself felt to 
the extent of developing the Whig 
to eight pages. He had given more 
than modest evidence of his 
capabilities before he was selected in 
1846 by the late Sir John Arnott to 
undertake sub-editorial work on the 
Irish Times, and, as it turned out, 
he found in this office scope for a 
life’s work as reporter, sub-editor, 
and, finally, financial editor. 

His professional duties brought 
him into contact with the leading 
personalities in this country for a 
period of over sixty years. He 
attended many functions of the 
highest national, historical and 
social importance; he corresponded 
with a number of journals abroad, 
including the Glasgow Herald. . 

Seven years ago ne celebrated his 
diamond jubilee in the. service of 
the Jrish Times, and his colleagues 
in Dublin and friends from Castle 
Douglas, Belfast and Dundalk 
marked the occasion by presenting 
him with an illuminated address. 
More recently he received a pre- 
sentation to celebrate his golden 
jubilee as member of the Institute 
of Journalists, of the Dublin and 
Irish Association District of which 
he was a founder, a former Chair- 
man and Secretary. He also had 
been Chairman of the Dublin 
District of the Newspaper Press 
Fund, and he evinced the keenest 
interest in the development of the 
Orphan Fund of the Institute of 
Journalists. ~ Indeed, his varied 
interests always were secondary to 
the welfare of the working journalist 
—even philately came second to it; 
and there were few more enthusiastic 
or possessive stamp collectors on this 
side of the Irish Sea. i 

He is survived by his widow and, 
by his first marriage, a son, Mr. 
Justice James Stodart, of Madras 
High Court, and a daughter, Mrs. 
William Nesbitt, wife of -—Mr. 
William Nesbitt, Ailesbury road, 
Dublin. Mr. Holden Stodart, a 
second son, was ‘killed: during th 
1916 Rising while engaged in

AUTHOR'S STORY OF 
‘* MARROWBONE LANE ”’ 


The original script of ‘‘ Marrow- 
bone Lane,” the play out of which 
sprang the Marrowbone_ Lane 
Samaritan Fund, was turned down 
by the Abbey Theatre. 

Supporters of the fund, who met 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
night, learned this from their 
Chairman, Dr. Robert Collis, who 
told how he had written the play, 
how the fund had been opened, and 
what plans they had for the future. 

‘Tt alk started one evening in 
1935, when I was talking to Frank 
O'Connor,” he said. “I was boiling 
with anger at the complacency of 
society and the appalling lack of 
responsibility which allowed us to 
leave nearly 100,000 people in one- 
roomed tenements in the city. while 
we went on with our lives unmoved 
by their sufferings. I was disgusted 
with the utter cynicism of the 
average person whose job it was to 
meet and deal with these unfortunate 
people daily — the Corporation 
Officials, and, to some extent, the 
doctors. Frank O'Connor asked me 
why I did not write a play and 
rouse society. - 

He wrote and rewrote. The Abbey 
turned down his efforts, and he 
rewrote the whole thing again, until 
he got a letter from Micheal 
MacLiammoir from Paris saying he 
liked the play and that he and 
Hilton Edwards would do it. 

Since the fund was formed they 
had served over 100,000 dinners, 
clothed hundreds, and nursed back 
to life hundreds more. They had 
helped the almoners to found a 
central Samaritan Fund for them- 
selves and assisted the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade to feed expectant 
mothers. 

He would like to see their feeding 
centre in Bewley’s gradually become 
a real invalid centre for children 
where simple additions could- be 
made to their already scientifically 
_balanced meal. He would like to 
see Fairy Hill developed so that it 
would become a new type of open- 
air hospital for children, not one 
where elaborate medical and surgical 
procedures were to he performed. \ 

Mrs. Christine Forsythe, outlining 
the work of the Fairy Hill nursery, 
said that they hoped to enlarge Fairy 
Hill by thirty beds. They did not 
intend to change their present policy 
of being an open-air convalescent 
hospital. They thought that they 
should divide their cases into three 
groups: (1) Non-infectious primary 
T.B. te assist the anti-T.B. cam- 
paign; (2 marasmus and cceliac 
diseases, requiring many months of 
treatment, exercise, and special diet; 
and (ó) straight-forward convales- 
cent cases, usually ambulatory. All 
cases would be recommended through 
the almonry departments of the 
Dublin hospitals,

Not many people have 
these views to-day, and national 
education, public health, and many 
other influences have had an im- 
portant part in this change. But 
there is still a large amount of 
ground to be covered before the ugly 
feature of class distinctions are swept 
away. Differences of function are 
bound. of course, to remain. There 
must be some who give orders and 
some who obey orders, but, under- 
lying all this, there must be funda- 
mental equality and a complete 
absence of class superiority or class 
exclusiveness.””

‘DAIRY HERDS 


The Veterinary Association’s plan 
for the elimination of tuberculosis 
from our dairy herds has now 
reached the Government’s special 
committee for agricultural planning. 
It is not known when they will an- 
nounce their view of it. 

In the meantime, an article by 
one of our tuberculosis experts, Dr. 
John Duffy, in the Jrish Eccless- 
astical Record stresses the impor- 
tance of this question. “ Having 
regard,” he says, “to the great 
prevalence of tuberculosis among 
dairy herds in this country, ana 
the absence of a national plan for 
dealing with the problem, it is clear 
that a large number of children are 
doomed to die ‘of bovine tubercu- 
losis, or to become crippled with it, 
if conditions remain as they are.” 

Until the ideal of a national clean 
milk supply is achieved, he says, 
it seems’ only common sense to ad- 
vocate the pasteurisation of all 
milk for young children.
